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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

The argument that the system of Fukuda is not dislosed is not correct. The portions selected by Applicants disclose the teaching and further 
disclose that the method will be made easier for Applicants in the future using Al techniques. It is noted that the Al techniques are neither 
claimed nor disclosed in Applicant's specification. 

Applicants appear to be arguing unclaimed features regarding running totals. The claim only requires electronically displaying the result. 
Regardless, Applicant's argument against the Bush teaching - that the process at issue is not 'automatic' - is still not persuasive. It is noted 
that merely providing an automatic means to replace a manual activity which accomplishes the same result is not sufficient to distinguish 
over the prior art, In re Venner, 262 F.2d 91, 95, 120 USPQ 193, 194 (CCPA 1958). Lastly, Applicants are arguing the secondary reference 
in a piecemeal manner, and ignore the combination of the teaching in the context of the Fukuda teaching.
